EVENING  SESSION 


Moderator,  Alistair  D.  MacBain  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  8:00  P.M.  in  the  Town  Building. 

Moderator  MacBain  opened  the  meeting  with  the  following  announcements:  There  will  be 
no  smoking  in  the  hall  during  the  meeting:  All  non  voters  please  move  to  the  front  of  the 
room  and  refrain  from  voting:  A  show  of  appreciation  to  Ruth  Miller  for  her  civic  pride 
as  she  picks  up  trash  along  the  road  while  walking  her  dog  each  morning.  Mrs.  Miller  was 
given  a  round  of  applause  by  those  in  attendance. 

ARTICLE  1  Acted  upon  by  ballot  vote.  The  Moderator  read  the  results  of  Article  1 
and  declared  the  following  duly  elected:  Karleen  J.  Sanborn,  Town  Clerk:  Howard  N.  Keach, 
Jr.,  Selectman:  Nancy  Dickowski,  Treasurer:  Pauline  Keach,  Tax  Collector:  Howard  E. 
Sanborn,  Constable:  Alistair  D.  MacBain,  Moderator:  Theodore  0.  Read,  III,  Road  Agent: 
Leonard  Greco,  Supervisor  of  Checklist:  George  E.  Tucker,  Jr.,  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds: 
Russell  Bonnevie,  Sarah  Deabler,  and  Mortimer  L.  Fisch,  Library  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  2        Acted  upon  by  ballot  and  adopted. 

ARTICLE  3        Acted  upon  by  ballot  and  adopted. 

ARTICLE  4  ($856,094.00  appropriated)  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the 
purposes  specified  in  the  budget  as  posted. 

Selectman  Donald  Lavoie  explained  that  most  of  the  increases  in  the  budget  were  due  to 
a  10%  across  the  board  raises  for  Town  employees  as  it  had  been  two  years  since  all  employees 
received  a  raise,  and  that  the  Election  and  Registration  Expenses  increase  from  $360.00 
to  $1,700.00  was  due  to  four  elections  this  year  in  comparison  to  one  in  1987. 

Selectman  Lavoie  further  explained  that  several  line  items  had  been  eliminated  or  reduced 
due  to  a  consolidation  under  Maintenance  of  Town  Properties. 

After  considerable  discussion  amendments  were  made,  seconded,  duly  voted  and  carried: 
To  increase  the  Police  Department  budget  for  police  salaries  by  $10,216.00  to  keep  on  par 
with  the  Highway  Department,  for  a  total  Police  Department  appropriation  of  $98,327.00: 
To  increase  the  Solid  Waste  Disposal  appropriation  by  $13,300.00  to  a  total  of  $40,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  digging  test  wells  mandated  by  the  State  at  the  Town  dump:  To  add 
the  words  "for  capital  improvements  only"  to  the  Littleton  Hospital  line  item. 

RESULT:  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy 
the  purposes  specified  in  the  budget  as  posted:

ARTICLE  5  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  proposals  for  the  acquisition 
and  development  of  the  property  acquired  by  the  Town  by  tax  collector's  deed  described 
as  Lot  205,  Map  120.  The  committee  would  consist  of  one  Selectman,  one  member  from 
the  Bethlehem  Redevelopment  Association,  one  member  from  the  Bethlehem  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  two  members  from  the  Town  voting  list.  The  committee,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Selectmen,  would  screen  the  various  proposals  and  the  Selectmen  would  place  an  Article 
on  the  1989  Town  Warrant  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  accept  one  of  said  proposals. 

After  some  discussion  amendments  were  made,  seconded  and  carried:  To  delete  the  words 
"acquisition  and":  To  add  two  additional  members  one  from  the  Planning  Board  and  one 
additional  from  the  Town  voting  list. 

RESULT:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee 
for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  proposals  for  development  of  the  property  acquired  by  the  Town 
by  tax  collector's  deed  described  as  Lot  205,  Map  120.  The  committee  would  consist  of  one 
Selectman,  one  member  from  the  Bethlehem  Redevelopment  Association,  one  member  from 
the  Bethlehem  Chamber  of  Commerce,  one  member  from  the  Planning  Board,  and  three 
members  from  the  Town  voting  list.  The  committee,  in  conjuction  with  the  Selectmen,  would 
screen  the  various  proposals  and  the  Selectmen  would  place  an  Article  on  the  1989  Town 
Warrant  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote  to  accept  one  of  said  proposals.  With  no  additional 
discussion  the  amended  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

The  Moderator  called  a  brief  five  minute  recess. 

ARTICLE  6  ($15,000  appropriated)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  position 
of  Zoning  and  Building  Inspector. 

After  some  discussion  and  a  motion  to  pass  over  that  failed  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and 
carried. 


ARTICLE  7  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  road 
system  in  the  Peppersass  Woods  development  off  Swasey  Lane,  as  approved  by  the  Bethlehem 
Planning  Board,  upon  satisfactory  completion  to  T.R.A.  specifications  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Town  Road  Agent  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (By  petition). 

After  an  amendment  to  insert  after  specifications  "and  completion  of  at  least  three  residences 
per  mile  and  a  minimum  of  two  for  entire  road".  The  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

An  additional  amendment  was  made,  seconded,  duly  voted  and  carried  to  table  the  Article. 
The  Moderator  declared  the  motion  to  table  as  final. 

RESULT:  Article  7  tabled. 

ARTICLE  8  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  the  dog  ordinance 
to  require  one  complaint  in  writing  instead  of  three  complaints  in  writing.  (By  petition) 

After  some  discussion  an  amendment  was  made  to  change  one  written  complaint  to  "two 
written  complaints".  The  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  failed. 

The  article  as  written  was  duly  voted  and  carried 

ARTICLE  9  The  Moderator  Alistair  MacBain  declared  the  Article  dead  as  no  motion 
was  made. 

RESULT:  No  action  taken 

ARTICLE  10  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen,  in  accordance  with  RSA  80:42  III,  to  dispose  of  tax  deeded  property  described 
as  "the  Corliss  property",  Lot  33  and  Lot  40,  map  416,  and  the  "Herbert  property",  Lot 
54,  Map  411,  as  justice  may  require. 

With  little  discussion  and  a  brief  explanation  by  Selectman  Donald  Lavoie  the  Article  was 
duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  11  ($13,500.00  appropriated)  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Thirteen  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($13,500.00)  to  purchase  a  new  police  cruiser. 

With  little  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  12  ($13,000.00  appropriated)  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Thirteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($13,000.00)  for 
equipment  and  portable  toilet  facilities  for  the  Town  golf  course. 

With  no  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  13  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  Town 
Meeting,  money  from  State,  Federal  or  another  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  or 
bequest  which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set 
forth  in  RSA  31:95-b. 

With  no  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 
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ARTICLE  14  It  was  moved  and  seconded  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  80:58- 
86  for  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure?  These  statutes  provide  that  tax  sales  to  private 
individuals  for  non-payment  of  property  taxes  on  real  estate  are  replaced  with  a  real  estate 
tax  lien  procedure  under  which  only  a  municipality  or  county  where  the  property  is  located 
or  the  state  may  acquire  a  tax  lien  against  land  and  buildings  for  unpaid  taxes.  (By  petition) 
(Ballot  vote  required) 

With  a  brief  explanation  by  Selectman  Gerald  Davidson  the  ballot  vote  proceeded.  The  results 
of  the  ballot  vote  were,  Yes  -  50,  and  No  -  4.  The  Article  carried. 

ARTICLE  15  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed, 
and  to  further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  any  other  personal  property  owned  by  the 
Town  which  is  no  longer  used  for  municipal  purposes.  In  every  instance,  sale  shall  be  by 
public  auction,  or  advertised  sealed  bids. 

With  little  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  16  It  was  moved  and  seconded  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  monies,  from  time  to  time,  for  current  indebtedness  of  the  Town  for 
the  ensuing  year,  in  anticipation  of  taxes  to  be  collected  for  the  year  1988  and  to  be  paid 
therefrom. 

With  no  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  17        To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Evelyn  Garneau  ambulance  coordinator  explained  there  were  only  four  volunteers  working 
the  ambulance  at  this  time  and  more  are  needed  to  continue  our  service.  Also  Mrs.  Garneau 
related  that  our  ambulance  may  make  it  through  another  year  and  it  may  not.  There  is 
a  E.M.S.  district  which  we  may  become  involved  with  which  is  a  cooperation  between  towns. 

James  Tibbetts  thanked  retiring  Selectman  Donald  Lavoie  for  his  dedication  and  service 
to  the  town.  A  round  of  applause  followed  for  Selectman  Lavoie. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to  adjourn  the  meeting. 

The  Moderator  adjourned  the  meeting  at  11:35  P.M.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bethlehem,  in  the  County  of  Grafton,  and  State  of  New 
Hampshire  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Building  in  said  Bethlehem  on  Tuesday, 
the  fourteenth  day  of  March,  1989,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  (the  polls  to  close  at  7:00 
p.m.;  business  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  Town  Building  at  8:00  p.m.),  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.    To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  (Ballot  vote.) 

ARTICLE  2.    Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  1  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Our  condominium  regulations  call  for  30  feet  setback  as  do  many  other 
communities.  Change  page  6,  item  #8  to  read  in  the  last  sentence,  "30  feet  for 
Districts  1  and  2,  15  feet  for  Main  Street."  (Ballot  vote.) 

ARTICLE  3.    Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  2  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

The  general  provisions  call  for  a  maximum  40  foot  height  for  residential  buildings. 
Our  condominium  regulations  call  for  40  foot  height  on  all  buildings.  Change 
page  7,  item  #13  to  delete  the  word  "residential".  (Ballot  vote.) 

ARTICLE    4.    Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

A  new  general  provisions  for  all  districts  is  proposed  as  follows: 

"Minimum  area  to  be  suitably  planted  and  permanently  maintained  with  grass, 
ground  cover,  shrubs  and/or  trees  shall  be  33%  (thirty-three  percent)  of  the  total 
lot  area.  Excepting  curb-driveways,  a  'green'  area  shall  enclose  the  entire  lot 
perimeter  as  follows:  minimum  width  of  'green'  areas  shall  be  fifteen  (15)  feet 
except  that  where  the  area  abuts  a  public  right-of-way,  such  area  shall  be  not 
less  than  thirty  (30)  feet."  (Ballot  vote.) 

ARTICLE  5.    Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  4  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Our  condominium  regulations  allow  for  ten  (10)  units  per  building.  Change  page 
9,  item  #8  to  six  (6)  attached  units  per  building.  (Ballot  vote.) 

ARTICLE  6.    Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  5  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Our  general  provisions  have  detailed  parking  regulations,  yet  the  condominium 
regulations  have  one  short  statement  for  parking.  Page  9,  item  #5,  change  by 
replacing  with  the  following: 


"Parking  -  the  provisions  of  #12  General  Provisions  shall  be  met,  and  particularly 
paragraph  B  additional  requirements  shall  apply  to  any  employees  of  the 
condominium  association  or  any  contracted  services."  (Ballot  vote.) 

ARTICLE  7  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  6  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Add  a  General  Provision:  "In  all  districts",  building  coverage  on  the  site  will 
not  exceed  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  the  lot  area."  (Ballot  vote.) 

ARTICLE  8.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  7  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

The  Board  proposes  to  delete  section  3B  under  the  "General  Requirements"  section 
of  the  ordinance  addressing  condominium  development.  The  effect  of  this  deletion 
will  be  to  return  all  condominium  development  to  single  density.  (Ballot  vote.) 

ARTICLE  9  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  purposes  specified  in  the  budget  as  posted. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand 
Dollars  ($6,000.00),  to  be  held  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  replace  the  Bethlehem  ambulance. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  dedication  of  James  Street 
Extension,  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  water  and  sewer  lines  and  the  roadway  be 
constructed  in  accordance  with  TRA  specifications  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Road  Agent 
and  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  road  system  in  the  Peppersass 
Woods  Development  off  Swasey  Lane,  as  approved  by  the  Bethlehem  Planning  Board,  upon 
satisfactory  completion  to  TRA  specifications  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Town  Road  Agent 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  (By  petition.) 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  semi-annual  collection  of  taxes  as 
provided  by  RSA  76:15-b. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000.00)  to  offset  the  cost  of  Article  13  (salaries,  postage  and  administrative 
expenses). 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply 
for,  accept,  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  state, 
federal,  or  other  governmental  unit,  or  a  private  source  or  bequest  which  becomes  available 
during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95-b. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  deed,  and  to  further  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  any  other  personal  property  owned  by  the  Town  which  is  no  longer  used 
for  municipal  purposes.  In  every  instance,  sale  shall  be  by  public  auction,  or  advertised 
sealed  bids. 


ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  monies, 
from  time  to  time,  for  current  indebtedness  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year,  in  anticipation 
of  taxes  to  be  collected  for  the  year  1989  and  to  be  paid  therefrom. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Selectmen  to  execute 
a  quitclaim  deed  conveying  a  certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land  show  as  Pel.  "E"  on  a  plan 
entitled  "Subdivision  Plat,  Land  of  James  and  Sophie  Peck  and  Boundary  Line  Agreement 
between  James  and  Sophie  Peck  and  Wayne  B.  Ruggles  and  Town  of  Bethlehem,  Oak  Ridge 
Road,  Bethlehem,  New  Hampshire"  as  surveyed  October  1988  by  Phoenix  Hill  Associates, 
to  be  recorded  in  the  Grafton  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  to  James  Peck  and  Sophie  Peck, 
or  their  successors  and  assigns,  in  exchange  for  the  acceptance  of  deed  of  Pel.  "D"  shown 
on  said  plan  from  James  Peck  and  Sophie  Peck,  or  their  successors  and  assigns. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eight 
Thousand  Dollars  ($8,000.00)  to  defray  the  cost  of  an  architectural  study  of  the  Bethlehem 
Town  Building  for  the  purpose  of  adding  space  to  the  office,  library,  police  department  and 
fire  department. 

ARTICLE  20.  In  order  to  preserve  the  remaining  traces  of  what  was  once  heralded  as 
"the  most  beautiful  spot  to  see  the  spectacular  awesome  beauty  of  the  grand  Presidential 
Range  of  the  White  Mountains.  The  dipping  Main  Street,  emphasizing  Maplewood  Casino 
adds  just  the  right  charm  to  the  spectacle.",  recommend  that  legislation  be  enacted  to  prevent 
any  further  expansion  of  what  would  normally  be  recognized  as  a  "commercial  retail  business" 
which  could  usually  be  viewed  as  having  a  "depreciative  effect"  on  the  residential  area  east 
of  Turner  Street  on  Route  302.  (By  petition.) 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Planning  Board  to  review 
and  approve  or  disapprove  site  plans  for  the  development  or  change  or  expansion  of  use 
of  tracts  for  non-residential  uses  or  for  multi-family  dwelling  units,  which  are  defined  as 
any  structure  containing  more  than  two  dwelling  units,  pursuant  to  RSA  674:43.  Further, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  file  with  the  Grafton  County  Registry  of  Deeds 
a  certificate  of  notice  showing  that  the  Planning  Board  has  been  so  authorized  and  giving 
the  date  of  such  authorization. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand 
Nine  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($5,950.00)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  sander. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eleven 
Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Sixty-four  Dollars  ($11,964.00)  for  the  purpose  of  the  final  design 
and  permits  of  the  Mt.  Eustis  Landfill  in  Littleton,  New  Hampshire  to  be  constructed  by 
the  eleven  towns  in  the  Solid  Waste  District.  (Provided,  however,  this  appropriation  is 
contingent  on  enough  of  the  other  towns  in  the  Solid  Waste  District  voting  in  favor  of  their 
proportionate  appropriations  so  as  to  enable  said  design  and  permits  to  be  completed.) 

ARTICLE  24.    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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SELECTMENS  REPORT 

We  in  the  Selectmens'  Office  feel  that  last  year  was  a  successful  one,  and  would  like  to 
report  on  its  activity. 

POOL  AND  PARK 

Weather  was  great  and  the  Pool  had  a  lot  of  activity.  The  Selectmens'  Office  feels  unhappy 
about  losing  some  of  this  activity  due  to  lack  of  trained  personnel.  We  have  been  informed 
that  the  changes  of  having  enough  trained  personnel  next  year  look  good. 

Repairs  to  the  top  of  the  Pool  last  Fall  have  helped  reduce  the  loss  of  water. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  TOWN  PROPERTY 

The  grouping  of  all  maintenance  under  one  budget  has  worked  out  well,  the  cemeteries, 
tennis  court,  town  building,  park  and  pool  and  other  properties  owned  by  the  Town  were 
maintained  well  and  in  many  cases  improvements  were  made;  some  of  the  improvements 
are: 

1.)    Town  Building  -  Repairs  to  the  mortar  on  the  exterior  part  of  the  building. 
2.)    Re-roofed  the  Country  Club. 
3.)    Pool  was  repainted. 

COUNTRY  CLUB 

The  Country  Club  had  a  very  successful  year  topping  last  years  gross  income  by  24%  and 
generated  a  profit  of  $23,137.45.  The  Country  Club  has  in  the  last  two  years  purchased 
$35,190.00  worth  of  equipment  and  will  make  the  last  payment  of  $4,300.00  this  year.  The 
following  improvements  have  been  made  this  year: 

1.)  Installed  3  rest  areas  on  course. 

2.)  Green's  worked  on,  to  produce  a  better  surface. 

3.)  Rocks  removed  and  holes  filled  in,  on  Fairways. 

4.)  Ditches  constructed  for  better  drainage. 

5.)  Teeing  areas  leveled  and  made  larger. 

6.)  Iced  drinking  water  made  available. 

Improvements  to  be  made,  in  next  years  budget.  The  Town  has  two  major  improvements 
to  be  made  on  the  Golf  Course.  The  16th  and  17th  Fairways  should  be  drained  and  rocks 
removed.  It  was  the  Selectmens'  decision  to  begin  work  on  the  16th  Fairway  last  Fall  so 
that  it  would  be  in  use  by  late  Summer.  Rocks  were  removed  and  a  ditch  constructed  to 
drain  Fairway,  seeding  and  fine  grading  will  be  completed  in  Spring. 

TRUDEAU  ROAD 

Box  culvert  was  replaced  on  Trudeau  Road  -  cost  of  replacement  was  $26,930.00.  Per 
agreement  with  Sanco,  50%  or  $13,465.00  was  paid  by  them,  the  other  half  by  the  Town. 
Sanco,  in  order  to  minimize  traffic  through  Town  area  and  on  Rt.  302,  would  like  to  approach 
their  landfill  via  Rt.  3.  They  offered  to  pay  50%  of  the  replacement  cost  of  the  condemned 
box  culvert.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

In  January  1988,  the  library  hours  increased  to  22%  per  week.  This  increase  (from  the 
original  15%  per  week)  complies  with  N.H.  State  Library  standards. 

Two  very  successful  book  sales  were  held  during  the  summer  -  thanks  to  all  of  you  who 
donated  the  books  for  these  sales,  and  worked  on  it. 

I  attended  the  N.  H.  Library  Association  Spring  Conference  for  two  days  at  the  Franklin 
Pierce  College,  Library  Forum  1  meetings,  and  the  North  Country  Co-op  meetings. 

The  North  Country  Co-op  sponsored  a  wonderful  program  on  dinosaurs  at  the  Profile  School 
for  the  children  in  the  area. 

Ruth  Miller  and  Doris  Stevenson  volunteer  their  time  regularly,  and  Bob  Jailer  was  back 
with  us  during  the  summer  months.  Their  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Bethlehem  is  growing  and  so  is  the  membership  of  the  library.  Eighty  two  new  family 
names  were  added  to  the  membership  this  year,  bringing  the  number  of  families  using  the 
library  to  569. 

The  library  received  generous  contributions  from  the  White  Mountain  Garden  Club  of 
Littleton,  the  Bethlehem  Sisterhood  Hebrew  Congregation,  and  from  three  thoughtful  patron- 
friends  of  the  library. 

The  trustees  of  the  library  received  a  new  book-endowment  fund  to  be  designated  as  the 
"Myrtie  Connery  Lathem  Fund"  to  be  used  solely  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library. 
It  was  established  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Connery  Lathem. 

The  library  is  desperately  in  need  of  more  space.  As  the  Town  grows  so  do  the  needs 
of  the  people.  At  least  60%  of  the  residents  use  the  library.  No  tax  money  could  ever  be 
better  spent  than  on  libraries.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than  normal.  The  three 
leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled  without  written  permission 
of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with 
your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Contact 
your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry 
officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated, 
call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217, 
or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RSA  224:54)  goes 
into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in 
the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  he  uses  a  false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely 
determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a  forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact  one 
of  the  persons  mentioned  above.

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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

Unlike  town  and  school  budgets  which  are  passed  by  local  voters  each  March,  Grafton 
County  budgets  are  passed  by  the  28-member  Legislative  Delegation  in  late  June.  The  State 
Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration  determines  each  town's  share  of  county  taxes  based  on 
the  town's  proportion  of  total  assessed  valuation  in  the  county.  Each  town's  property  tax 
rate  reflects  its  share  of  county  tax  as  well  as  town  and  school  taxes. 

In  1988,  Grafton  County's  budget  increased  from  $8.9  million  to  $10.1  million.  The  amount 
of  the  county  budget  to  be  raised  by  property  taxes  increased  by  12.85%,  from  $4.5  million 
to  $5.0  million.  (Just  under  half  of  the  county  budget  is  funded  by  property  taxes.  The  rest 
is  funded  by  a  combination  of  state  and  federal  monies  and  various  user  fees.) 

The  1988  county  tax  increase  resulted  from  a  number  of  factors.  A  5%  wage/salary  raise 
for  the  county's  250  employees  increased  the  budget  by  $96,OOT5.  Operating  expenses  for  a 
new  34-bed  jail  wing  added  $114,000;  capital  expenditures  added  another  $223,000.  The  county 
share  of  court-ordered  placement  costs  for  juveniles  increased  $150,000,  while  the  county 
share  of  nursing  home  payments  for  indigents  in  county  and  private  homes  was  up  $338,000. 
(These  two  programs,  representing  almost  a  quarter  of  the  county  budget,  are  determined 
by  state  and/or  federal  legislation,  and  are  therefore  beyond  the  county's  control.)  Finally, 
the  county  lost  $42,000  in  revenue  with  the  elimination  of  federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds. 

Since  1986,  the  county  has  been  responsible  for  several  programs  formerly  paid  by  the 
towns.  These  include  paying  25%  of  court-ordered  placement  costs  for  juveniles  and  50% 
of  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  Disabled. 

Furthermore,  during  the  state  financial  crisis  of  the  early  1980's,  the  state  reduced  its 
share  of  Medicaid  for  county  nursing  home  patients  from  50%  to  38.5%  of  the  non-federal 
contribution.  Legislation  to  restore  the  state's  50%  share  passed  the  New  Hampshire  House 
in  1986  and  1987  but  was  killed  in  the  Senate.  Until  such  legislation  passes,  counties  are 
forced  to  make  up  the  difference. 

Grafton  County  operates  a  134-bed  nursing  home,  primarily  for  individuals  who  are  eligible 
for  Medicaid.  With  the  opening  of  a  new  wing  (expected  around  April  1,  1989),  the  county's 
correctional  facility  will  expand  from  64  to  98  beds,  housing  both  men  and  women  awaiting 
trial  or  sentenced  to  a  year  or  less  of  incarceration.  The  county  farm,  which  is  one  of  three 
in  the  state  and  continues  to  be  self-supporting,  offers  work  programs  for  inmates.  It  also 
provides  fresh  meat  and  vegetables  for  the  nursing  home  and  cooperates  with  the  Extension 
Service  in  experimental  agricultural  programs. 

The  county  also  maintains  the  Grafton  County  Courthouse,  renting  courtrooms  and  offices 
to  the  state-run  Superior  and  Probate  Courts,  the  state  Probation  and  Parole  Agency  and 
the  state  Division  of  Human  Services.  The  courthouse  also  houses  an  efficient  Register  of 
Deeds  office,  the  Grafton  County  Sheriff's  Department,  the  County  Attorney's  office, 
Cooperative  Extension  Service,  and  the  Commissioners'  Office,  which  serves  as  the  business 
office  for  the  entire  complex. 
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The  Grafton  County  Commissioners  meet  weekly  on  Wednesdays  at  the  Grafton  County 
Courthouse  in  North  Haverhill.  We  encourage  public  attendance  and  welcome  tours  of  our 
facilities.

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BRETZFELDER  MEMORIAL  PARK  COMMITTEE 

Again  in  1988,  the  Park  Committee  worked  with  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New 
Hampshire  Forests  to  provide  high-quality  recreational  and  educational  services  at 
Bretzfelder  Memorial  Park  and  in  the  Bethlehem  Community. 

The  in-school  program,  prepared  and  presented  by  park  naturalist  Jeff  Wallner,  completed 
its  sixth  year  of  operation.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  this  provided  95  classroom  sessions, 
a  park  field  trip  for  each  class,  winter  snowshoe  and  skating  programs,  partial  funding 
of  a  whale  watch  trip  for  the  sixth  grade,  and  a  park  video  project  conducted  by  Susan 
Giguiere's  Fifth  Grade  class. 

At  the  Park  the  new  ski  loop  trail  system  through  the  demonstration  forest  was  opened 
for  the  first  time  and  provided  park  visitors  a  new  way  to  see  the  interior  of  the  77-acre 
parcel.  A  lower  parking  and  picnic  area  was  opened,  providing  direct  access  to  the  ski  trails 
and  skating/wildlife  pond.  The  Park  cooperated  with  the  Bethlehem  Cub  Scouts  and  Fish 
and  Game  officers  to  stock  the  pond  with  trout. 

Interpretive  trail  markers  have  been  installed  on  the  Park's  short  nature  trail,  which 
provides  a  marvelous  opportunity  for  a  quiet  and  informative  walk  along  Barrett  Brook. 
Educational  events  at  the  Park  included  the  traditional  summer  offerings  for  youngsters 
on  Tuesdays  and  Wednesday  evening  slide  lectures  at  the  picnic  shelter.  The  winter's 
Stewardship  Series  introduced  families  to  management  issues  important  to  the  Forest  Society. 

New  this  year  was  a  college-credit  course  offered  through  the  School  for  Lifelong  Learning. 
"Current  Issues  in  Forestry"  focused  on  air  pollution,  tropical  deforestation,  fire  policy,  and 
clear-cutting  in  a  three-month  course  that  included  field  trips  to  research  facilities  and  wood 
energy  plants. 

Bretzfelder  Park  is  operated  through  the  generous  bequest  to  the  Forest  Society  of  Helen 
Bretzfelder.  No  Town  or  taxpayer  funds  are  used  for  maintenance  or  operations.  Both 
naturalist  and  caretaking  staff  are  part-time  positions.  The  1988  budget,  adopted  by  the 
Society  at  the  Park  Committee's  request,  was  $22,232. 

At  year's  end  the  Park  Committee  began  to  evaluate  the  financial  stability  of  the  Park 
Trust  Fund.  Although  the  fund  currently  provides  adequate  funds  for  park  operations,  it 
is  clear  that  inflation  will  soon  reduce  the  buying  power  of  Trust  income.  In  order  to  maintain 
the  Park  and  its  program  at  the  level  expected  by  the  community,  the  Committee  has  organized 
a  fund-raising  group.  This  group  is  now  exploring  ways  in  which  to  increase  the  Park 
endowment,  through  grants  or  donations,  to  assure  operation  in  perpetuity.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 

North  Country  Council  observed  its  sixteenth  year  of  successful  operation  in  1988.  The 
Council,  chartered  under  NH  RSA  36:45,  provides  non-profit  local  and  regional  planning 
assistance  to  member  municipalities.  The  Board  of  Directors  determined  that  last  year's 
work  program  would  focus  on  community  planning,  economic  development,  solid  waste, 
transportation  and  housing.  The  Council  maintains  four  standing  committees  which  monitor 
local  issues  and  determine  Council  policy.  Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work 
with  North  Country  towns  in  solving  local  and  regional  problems. 

In  Bethlehem,  the  Council  provided  information  on  master  plan  update  procedure,  zoning 
amendment  proposals,  and  subdivision  review.  Specifically,  we  provided  the  Planning  Board 
with  environmental  and  fiscal  impact  information  for  use  in  determining  a  subdivision's 
effect  on  the  Town's  natural  resource  base  and  community  services.  The  Council  continued 
to  administer  the  Business  Revolving  Loan  Fund  by  reviewing  six  new  applications  for  loan 
assistance.  We  successfully  completed  a  state  funded  housing  rehabilitation  grant  program 
in  Bethlehem  which  included  rehabilitation  of  fifteen  units.  In  addition,  the  Council 
coordinated  the  Upper  Grafton/Lancaster  Solid  Waste  districts  by  assisting  in  the  preliminary 
design  work  of  the  proposed  Mt.  Eustis  landfill  and  developing  the  District  Agreement. 

Community  planning  assistance  continues  to  dominate  our  staff  resources.  New  state 
mandates  and  rapid  residential  and  commercial  growth  throughout  the  region  placed  an 
increasing  burden  on  local  planning  and  zoning  boards  in  1988.  Regional  workshops,  technical 
bulletins  and  newsletters,  ordinance  review  and  update,  as  well  as  review  of  specific  subdivision 
and  site  plan  applications  are  a  sampling  of  the  myriad  services  performed  this  year  for 
our  membership.  The  Council  also  co-sponsored  the  popular  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series 
which  reviewed  new  case  law  and  other  specific  areas  of  legal  interest  to  local  officials. 

In  addition,  grant  writing  and  grant  administration  continue  as  important  components 
of  the  Council's  work  program.  Currently,  NCC  staff  members  are  working  in  twelve  towns 
administering  fifteen  Community  Development  Block  Grant  programs.  These  projects  include 
feasibility  studies  for  local  infrastructure  needs,  water  and  sewer  construction  projects  and 
targeted  housing  rehabilitation  programs  for  income  eligible  residents. 

In  summary,  it  is  important  to  understand  that  the  North  Country  Council  is  organized 
and  administered  for  the  benefit  of  its  constituents,  local  town  governments.  Our  future 
success  is,  in  large  part,  contingent  upon  your  participation  in  Council  activities.  We  rely 
on  and  appreciate  involvement  of  town  officials  and  residents  and  look  forward  to  assisting 
your  town  this  coming  year.

&  DEVELOPMENTAL  SERVICES 

1988  Director's  Report 

During  this  past  year,  our  Agency  has  attempted  to  increase  our  ability  to  serve  the  most 
impaired  clients  in  our  communities.  We  have  expanded  many  of  our  support  services  (respite 
services,  apartment  supervision)  and  our  vocational  programs  to  those  clients.  The  intent 
has  been  to  assist  mentally  ill  and  developmentally  impaired  clients  to  attain  a  more  stable 
and  normal  existence  in  the  community.  We  feel  that  our  efforts  have  been  successful.  We 
have  almost  doubled  our  respite  and  apartment  supervision  service.  Furthermore,  we  have 
placed  over  34  clients  into  independent  jobs  through  our  Transitional  Employment  Program. 

We  were  also  successful  in  opening  a  Developmental  Service  program  in  Pike  to  serve 
clients  in  the  Woodsville,  Warren,  Pike  and  Piermont  areas.  During  our  first  year  of  operation, 
we  were  able  to  serve  nine  (9)  clients. 

During  this  next  year,  we  would  like  to  target  two  new  projects:  first,  to  open  a  small 
(six  clients)  home  in  Littleton  for  mentally  ill  clients.  We  have  already  secured  Federal  support 
for  this  project  for  the  next  five  years.  Secondly,  we  would  like  to  expand  our  respite  service 
by  establishing  a  respite  house  in  our  catchment  area.  The  second  project  is  only  in  the 
beginning  stages  and  may  extend  over  a  two-year  period  of  time  to  develop. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  our  work  during  this  past  year. 

Mental  Health  Services 

We  operate  one  full-time  and  three  part-time  offices.  The  full-time  office  is  located  in 
Littleton  at  16  Maple  Street.  The  part-time  offices  are  located  in  Woodsville  at  Woodsville 
Clinic,  in  Lincoln  at  the  Lin-Wood  Medical  Center,  and  in  Lancaster  at  Weeks  Memorial 
Hospital. 

Last  year,  we  saw  739  individuals: 


- 129  Children  age  0  - 17 

-  523  adults  age  18  -  59 

-  87  elderly  age  60+ 


-  53%  of  our  service  was  through  individual  or  conjoint  (couples  )  therapy 

-  27%  of  service  was  through  group  therapy 
- 13%  of  service  was  through  family  therapy 

-  7%  of  service  was  through  physician  service  (psychiatrist). 

We  continue  to  offer  an  array  of  services  including:  emergency,  drug  and  alcohol,  case 
management,  inpatient,  and  partial  hospitalization. 
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Development  Services 

Early  Intervention  -  Home  based  service  for  0-3  year  old  children  who  are  delayed  in 
their  development.  Services  include:  screening,  assessment,  treatment,  and  referral.  Last 
year,  we  served  over  forty-five  families. 

Day  Habilitation  Program  -  Provides  instruction  to  our  most  severely  impaired  adult 
population.  The  program  works  in  conjunction  with  their  residential  programming  as  well 
as  providing  training  and  instruction  in  self  care  skills,  pre-vocational  skills,  paid  work, 
and  other  therapeutic  services  such  as  speech  therapy  and  physical  therapy.  This  program 
has  been  primarily  used  by  former  Laconia  State  School  residents;  however,  we  have  had 
community  clients  who  have  been  referred  by  the  local  school  systems.  Last  year,  we  served 
ten  (10)  clients. 

Supported  Employment  -  Provides  training,  instruction,  and  work  adjustment  for  vocational 
and  job  needs.  Paid  work  opportunities  for  the  individuals  can  take  place  either  in  the 
community  or  in  the  Workshop  itself.  The  programs  have  been  successful  in  meeting  their 
objectives  and  are  popular  with  the  individuals  who  have  participated.  Last  year,  we  served 
twenty-four  (24)  clients.  Two  clients  were  successfully  placed.  Seventeen  (17)  are  currently 
employed,  and  five  (5)  have  withdrawn  from  the  program. 

We  are  grateful  for  your  past  support  of  our  programs  and  look  forward  to  continuing 
to  serve  you  in  the  future.

The  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc.  is  a  not-for-profit  community  service  Agency 
serving  twenty-one  area  communities.  We  are  celebrating  our  eighteenth  year  of  providing 
care  in  the  North  Country.  The  Agency's  services  include  intermittant  Skilled  Nursing  Care, 
Clinics,  Physical,  Speech  and  Occupational  Therapy,  Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  and 
Parent-Aide  assistance.  Town  funding  is  used  to  help  provide  these  services  to  individuals 
and  families  who  do  not  have  insurance  or  who  are  only  able  to  afford  to  pay  a  portion 
of  the  cost  of  care.  All  who  receive  care  are  asked  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  that 
care,  if  they  are  able. 

In  1988  the  Agency  expanded  programs  to  include  Respite  Care  for  clients  with  Alzheimer's 
Disease  and  Related  Disorders  and  Adult-In-Home  Day  Care.  Both  programs  are  funded 
by  State/Federal  money  and  client  fees. 

The  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc.  is  proud  to  continue  the  tradition  of  providing 
quality  home  care  started  by  the  Littleton  Community  Nurse  Association  sixty-five  years 
ago.  We  value  the  support  of  the  community  and  commend  each  of  you  for  your  concern 
for  those  in  need  of  Home  Care. 

The  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency  provided  a  total  of  10,175  visits  and  28,658  hours 
of  Adult-In-Home  Care  in  1988.

The  Upper  Grafton/Lancaster  Area  (UGLA)  Solid  Waste  District,  a  group  of  11  local 
communities  continued  to  work  together  to  solve  the  solid  waste  disposal  problem  for  the 
region.  In  1988,  the  District  pursued  the  development  of  a  regional  landfill  site  at  Mount 
Eustis  in  Littleton.  Landfill  assessment  information  based  upon  test  pits,  soil  borings  and 
well  sampling  was  used  to  develop  a  preliminary  design  for  the  site. 

The  landfill  design  was  submitted  to  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  for 
their  review  and  comments.  Following  a  site  visit  and  presentation  to  the  District  by  DES, 
the  District  members  agreed  to  unanimously  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  funds 
to  prepare  the  final  design  and  permits  for  the  Mount  Eustis  site. 

In  addition  to  the  work  at  the  Mount  Eustis  site,  the  District  has  tried  to  promote  a  better 
understanding  of  the  solid  waste  disposal  situation  in  the  region.  Recycling  efforts  were 
encouraged  and  expanded  throughout  the  District. 

The  District  has  a  tough  responsibility  to  provide  an  economical  and  environmentally  sound 
solution  for  the  disposal  of  solid  waste.  Those  of  you  interested  in  the  efforts  are  welcome 
to  attend  our  regular  meetings.  Your  involvement  is  encouraged!!
